full strength of 1<K>,OOO men, but it is 
believed tim! future requirem ents will 
not compel the adm inistration to m ain­ 
tain this maximum. 
About 80,000 regulars will be entitled 
j to their dis*• liarge iii the current year. 
I It is proposed to let these soldier-, return 
to their homes aud to lait fill their 
! places. 
Thus the arm y can be reduced 
to 70,000 men in a perfectly natural w’ay 
w ithout interfering w ith its discipline 
or effectiveness. 
Serious em barrassm ents

caused the adm inistration aud the de- 
velopnient of the Philippines has been 
retarded by legislation prohibiting the 
cutting of tim ber on the public lands of 
the archipelago. 
As the forests are on 
public lauds the governm ent, under a 
strict interpretation of the law', w’ould 
be unable to authorize the felling of a 
tree to provide tile planks necessary for 
the const ruction of a new house or the 
repairing of an old one. 
If a gunboat 
were to lose a spar and her comm ander 
desired to replace it he could not take it 
from the public lauds without, violating 
the law. 
Not only is the sale or least*, 
of tim ber prohibited, but the sale or 
leaso or other disposition of public lands !

made illegal. 
This legislation wa* directly contrary j 
to the wishes of the president and Sec­ 
retary Root, who are convinced that in J 
order to prom ptly develop the islands 
the introduction of American capital is 
j necessary.

These claims arise largely from al­ 
le g ri undu* interferences by officials of 
the sultan w ith American citizens do­ 
ing business in Morrocco. 
The occurrences happened some time 
ago aud the suggestions of the Ameri­ 
can government through its consular 
reprdentafive that the claims arising 
therefrom be settled by Morrocco have 
been ignored by the sultan. 
W hen Mr. 
GMBmere Said he would see the sultan 
personally on the inaner of these claims 
he was told by the sultan's grand vizier 
and his inini-r* r of foreign affairs that 
any such effort would be useless as the 
sultan will remove him self and his m in­ 
isters from their capital, Morrocco City, 
if the American consul general attem pt­ 
er I to visit them there. 
This discourte­ 
ous statem ent constituted the offence 
for which the Morrocco government has 
bec*n aski d to apologize and to secure 
which apology' Mr. Gummer**, backed 
by the Now York at Ma-'argan, will 
travel overland to the sultan's capital. 
The United States governm ent experi­ 
enced some difficulty and delay last year 
in securing the payment of $5000 from 
tho governm ent of Morrocco for the lat- 
te r’s failure to make any attem pt to 
punish the leaders of a mob who burned 
aud killed the naturalized American 
citizen, Marcus Equezi, at Fez, last 
June.

P rof. .Jenks o f C ornell U niversity Give* 
H is V iew s on T his Q uestion, 
New York, March 28.—Prof. J. Jenks 
of Cornell University expert agent o1 
the United States industrial coiuinissioi 
delivered an address before the academy 
of political science of Colombia Univer 
sity Friday night. 
“A discussion cl 
trusts,” was the topic. 
‘‘An evidence that combinations art 
flourishing in this country,” said Prof 
Jenks, ‘‘is the fact that the bond* ol 
Various KOropictt trusts MMM hero tc 
study them. 
I motived a letter from 
the head of one of the Austrian trusts a 
few days ago and lie tells me he is coin­ 
ing here to study the subject.” 
The speaker declared that combina­ 
tions had iu a great measure done away 
with the system of credit. 
Under the 
competitive system, he said, the pro­ 
ducer had to give credit to the dealer. 
The system of combinations, however, 
had put the producer in a position in 
which he could exercise his judgment 
as to who he would give credit. Con 
tinning, the speaker said: 
“The question of special factors is in 
favor of the trusts. 
The producers 
deny that they arc special favors, but it 
is true nevertheless. 
They also receive 
favors from railroads. 
The protective 
tariff is in the nature of special favors. 
While the tariff does not directly affect 
competition within a country, it affect? 
it when international competition is 
concerned. 
“There are men in this country today, 
aud many of them, whose wealth has 
become so great that they care little or 
nothing about their business reputations. 
These men ave dangerous.” 
Prof. Jenks took exception to the dec­ 
larations tliat combinations were sap­ 
ping away the independent spirit ol 
Americans. 
He said he believed there 
was just as much chance for the young 
man today as there ever was. 
The re* 
wards he said were certainly greater. 
Speaking of remedies, Prof. Jenks said: 
“Revise our tariff laws. 
Revise our 
patent laws. Make laws compelling 
corporations to publish a more detailed 
statement annually. 
Make them show 
something about their business. 
It is 
the normal conditions of economic life 
that have brought about great trusts. 
There are great possibilities in them for 
the workmen. The trusts art* saving 
energy that was wastefully spent under 
the competitive system.” 


C otton (loot!* T rade D epressed. 
Loudon, March 23.—There are un-: 
mistakable signs of more trouble be-1 
tween masters aud operatives iu the 
cotton trade. The period of trade activ- ■ 
ity has been followed by a reaction, ac­ 
celerated by the high prices of raw ma­ 
terials, the poor demand from India and 
almost 
complete stoppage of buying 
from China.
